ance by the application in France of 
certain rules and regulations which ■ 
bear very hard ujion the American ex- ! 
porter, and it has noted with concern 
the threat of legislation in France ; 
which if Anally enacted and applied 
will, It is feared, go far toward de- j 
stroylng a great part of the American 
trade with that country. 
It is realized that the executive 
branch of the government can do very ; 
little to avert the evil consequences of 
such action by the French authorities j 
in view of the declination of congress j 
to consider the pending French reel- | 
prnoity treaty. 
All that j>ossibly could 
be done under the existing conditions 
to m eet the French desires would be | 
to enlarge the list of article»« which 
may be Imported from France at re- j 
duced rates under Section 3 of the 
Dingley act, by the addition of cham­ 
pagnes or sparkling wines.
